’ Every recent development now points to 
the conclusion that Crum’s livery stable, 
which was burned down last Sunday night, 
was set on fire. 

The first attempt, which was made Satur- 
day night, failed simply because the night 
watchman, in making his\rounds about 2 
o’clock in the morning, discovered it and 
thwartcd the incendiary. 

The night watchman’s name is Fleming 
Powell. He isa colored man about 26 years 
old and has worked around Crum’s stabile for 
the past five years. He was appointed 
to the position of hight watchman 
yesterday one week ago. and was serving in 
that capacity at the time of the fire Sunday 
night. The former flight watchman, Thomas 
Redfield by name, left Mr. Crum’s employ at 
the time above mentioned but for what cause 
he did not care to state. . 

WATCHMAN POWELL’S STORY. 

When Powell was seen this morning by a 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter, be admitted having 
dis@overed in the basement of the stable,“ 
where the loose hay is kept, a bucket with 
hay in the bottom of it and a candle ignited 
and about balf burned away.

The Directors Authorized to Expend 
$150,000. 


Amass meeting was held on Change to- 
day for the purpose of deciding whether the 
plans for the improvement of the 
Chamber of Commerce building sub- 
mitted by the directors should be adopted.

He made a strong address in 
favor of adopting the plans approved 
by the directors; told the history of 
the stepsthat had been taken to prepare 
them, und closed with an appeal to the mem- 
bers to sustain the Board of Directors. 

Moses Fraley spoke against appropriating 
solarge amount as $150,000, much of which 
would be spentin mere embellishment, and 
condemned in strong terms the leasing of 
rooms to bucket-shops. John T. Milliken 
spoke to the game effect. Michael McEnnis 
stated that those who were now opposing the 
directors had been opponentsto the pur- 
chase of a building by the Exchange. 

When President Anderson called fora vote 
it was found that an overwhelming majority 
was in favor of the plans recommended dy 
the directors; contracts will be let, and work 
commenced at asearly a date as possible. 


DECIDED AGAINST DIEL BROTHERS. 


Members of the Retail Clerks’ Union, 
Whom They Arrested, Discharged. 

In the Second District Police Court this 
morning, John H. Drilling and Samuel L. 
Kern, members of the recently orgaized 
Retail Clerks’ Union, were arraigned before 


the peace of George Diel & Bros., 
the Franklin avenue retail hat and shoe 
dealers. It will. be remembered that the 
Diel Bros. were boycotted by the clerks for 
refusing to close up their Franklin avenue 
store at an hour, the clerks assert, all the 
restofthe leading Franklin avenue estab- 
lishments agreed to close. After the clerks 
determined to boycott the Diels they had 
several hundred circulars printed an- 
nouncing the fact. and stationed Drill 
ing and Kern in front of the 
Diel Bros.’ store, where the pair hahded the 
circulars out. The Diel Bros. of course 
objected to this proceeding and endeavored 
to prevent the men from continuing. The 
Clerks’ Union was on hand in a body and 
gathered aroundin a threatening manner 
when the Diels protested against the circu. 
lars being distributed in front of their store. 
Officers Aagan and Bartold then appeared on 
the scene and the Diel Bros. induced them to 
arrest the men, against whom they preferred 
a charge of disturbing the peace. This morn- 
ing Emile Diel and the officers testified 
agalnst the men. Diel admitted they were 
only distributing the circulars. But he claimed 
that they were responsible for the crowd 
that gathered and the unusual and undesir- 
able notoriety given his store. The officers 
then saidthat the defendants were distrib- 
uting circulars in front of the store when 
arrested and causing much excitement. 
Judge Paxson, however, thought they had 
a perfect right to do so and dischargec them. 
Quite a delegation of the two defendants’ 
friends, most of whom were membes of the 
Clerks’ Union, were on hand in court and 
were jubilant over Judge Paxson’s decision.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—As the resuit

Park wide open next Sunday. ä 

The Attorney -General's explicit in- 
structions to the United States District At- 
torney in Chicago to present the matter of | 
the opening of the World’s Fair on Sunday 
to the Federal Courts in case he found on his 
return to Chicago that the commission ad- 
hered to its announced purpose of open ing 
the gates on Sunday next, is understood to 
be in line with a general policy adopted by 
the administration after the full considera- 
tion oy the Attorney-General. 

Atty.-Gen. Olney being seen unhesitatingly 
confirmed the statementas tothe nature of 
the instructions he had given the district at- 
torney, and as to the determination of his 
department to take legal measures to pre- 
vent the law of Congress being violated. 

The department of justice, it will be re- 
called, ruled some time ago in reply to ques- 
tions propounded by the Postmaster-G@.- 
eral that the World's Fair postofiice must 
be closed on Sunday. He also in an inter- 
view with Mr. John Willis Baer of Boston, 
Secretary of the Society of Christian En- 
deavcr, gave him distinctly to understand 
that ‘‘the government would see that the 
law was enforced in case the national com- 
mission should atany time decide to open 
on Sunday.

A Solitary Brigand Robs a Mis- 
souri Pacific Train. 


The Express Car Blown Open With 
Dynamite and Plundered. 


FIREMAN FINCH’S GRAPHIC STORY OF 
THE HOLD-UP. 


He Thought the Robber Was a Crank 
When He First Appehred on the Ton- 
der of the Engine, but His Mind Was 
Soon Disabused-The Amount Stole 
Was About $1,200—Detective Lally’s 
Statement—He Thinks There Were 
Several Robbers. 


PactFic, Mo., May 25.—Passenger train No. 
3 of the Missouri Pacific Rallway, which left 
St. Louis at 8:20 last evening, was held up and 
robbed a short distance west of this place at 
9:40 p. m., the express car broken open with 
dynamite, the express messenger compelled 
to unlock his safe, anda portion of its con- 
tents carried off. 

Detective Pat Lally of the Missouri Pacific 
system was on the robbed train when it was 
held up, and gave the Posr-Disr Aron cor- 
respondent the following account of the rob. 
bery: I was seated in the smoker talking 
to Brakeman Burke and Peter Fishback. 
Burke had just taken the tickets from the 
conductor and started to arrange them when 
the train slowed up and stopped: Both 
brakeman and porter went to the 
front of the train to see 
what had happened, when the first shot 
was fired. They called to me and 1 looked 
out. The porter of the chair car had run up 
ahead and came back saying there were 
seven men. I put my head out of the door 
and a bullet whistled by. I then went to 
the rearofthe smoker which was the first 
@éoach on the train, and saw the leader, a 
manwhomican describe as being 5 feet 10 
inches in height and 200 pounds weight. He 
ordered the messenger tothe door. The or- 
der was not obeyed and the bandit then said: 
‘All right, here goes.” 

He then placed a dynamite stick with 
a fuse on it on the door sill, and 
in a second the door was biown out. 
At that instant a man from the other side 
crossed between the cars and assisted in the 
robbery. The engineer and fireman, who 
were guarded by a third man, were allowed 
to get back and give orders to go on. 

This morning Detective Lally and a posse, 
which was raised last night at Pacific after

All day yesterday four. or flve men were 
seen hanging around the tank near Pacific. 
They were fairly well dressed and seemed to 
be loafing about with no object in view. Last 
night as No.3 pulled out of Pacific two tramps 
were taken off the front end, about half 
a mile farther up two men jumped on the 
south side of the train and it 18 —— that 
it was one of these who climbed over the 
tender in the cab and made the engineer pull 


up. 

In his description of the men, as near as 
he could see, Detective Lally states the man 
he saw was well dressed. 

A telegram was received from the engineer 
of No. (east bound Missouri Pacific train, who 
states that an early hour this morning he 
passed four men walking about four and a 
half miles from Dewey. They did not look 
like workzingmen or tramps. They 
were well dressed and evidently 
in a hurry. Lyman 1. Seaburn, 
a resident of Pacific, stated that at noon yes- 
terday three men that answered the descrip- 
tion of the men at the tank 
called at his place, which is a half-mlie 
above the station, and wanted something 
to eat. He gives an accurate description of 
one of the men, and states that he was 
broad faced, 5 feet 11% inches high, 
weight 150 pounds; about 2% years 
of age and sandy mustache, high 
cheek bones, dressed in a dark suit of clothes 
and stiff hat. Allenderand Viehle of the St.

Am Abase of Privilege Which the Aw 
thorities Should Correct. 

Water Commissioner Holman has com- 
pleted a plat for the edification of the 
members of the City Council, on which 
is designated the location of every public 
drinking fountain in thecity. This is pur- 
suant to a movement recently inaugu- 
rated in that body to put an 
end to the indiscriminate granting 
of franchises to saloon-keepers to erect thase 
fountains in front of their places of business. 
The matter was made public last Tuesday 
night at the meeting of the Council, when 
Mr. Arnstein attached an amendment to one 
of thes® bills, which made it Incumbent on 
the party asking for the privilege of erecting 
thefountain to pay a tax of $25 into the City 


Treasury. 

The dill passed with the admendment and 
the probabilities are that the House of Dele- 
gatee willnot concur in the amendment. 
There will be a deadlock andthe result will 
be no more public fountains. 

The first public drinking fountains erected 
in the city were by ordinances granted the 
Humane Society and the Rosicrucian So- 
ciety. These were located chiefly on public 
squares and at the intersection of streets, 
and were designed to ba used more for the 
purpose of watering horses than for the ac- 
commodation of the thirsty public. 

Since 1881 there have been about 230 ordin- 
nances passed by the Municipal Assembly for 
the erection of these fountains. About nine- 
tenths of them were granted to saloon men 
and are located in the immediate vicinity of 
their establishments. 

There are eight or ten more pending at 
present in the House and Council. 

The abuse to which this privilege has been 
extended has induced some members of the 
Council to call a halt on it. 

. Holman’s plat shows that in certain 
sections, for instance, there are three or four 
fountains within 100 feet of each other, and 
in others there are as many as seven or eight 
within a stone’s throw. 

Every public-minded and humane citizen 
admits that public drinking fountains are not 
only a great convenience, but during the 
scorching heat oft summer me almost a 
necessity in every large city. 

But the line must be drawn somewhere 
aha their number limited, as the waste of 
water at so many of them decomes a useless 
and unwarranted tax on property owners. 

Mr. Holman’s plat shows that sixty-three 
of the private fountains have not been 
erected as yet, although the parties to whom 
the ordinances were granted still have the 
privilege of so doing. 

Some of the larger public fountains will 
average an output of from 8,000 to 10,00) gal- 
lons per day, while the so-called private 
fountains that run continuously will average 
about 2,500 gallons per day. 

Presuming that all the fountains in the eity 
— are run continuausly for about eight 
months in the year, which is true, he 
amount of water used by them will approxi- 
mate about 150,000 gallons per day. 

At this rate should the city charge for the 
water at schedule prices the cost would be 
about $10,000 per annum. 

This does not look like a heavy drain on the 
city’s resources when the immence benefit 
done by the fountains is taken into consider- 
ation. The same amount of good could be 
accomplished by a less numder, and a great- 
er amount by the same number if they were 
distribnted differently over the city than at 
present. 

The moment one man gets a fountain his 
rival thinks he must have one also, and if he 
has influence he usually gets it. A rule should 
and probably will be established by the As- 
sembly to reject all further applications for 
private fountains in sections where there is 
another one within three blocks of the pro- 
posed fountain. Asitis, the above list will 
show that in some sections there is an 
abundance of them, while in others there 
are none at all.

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HET NEED AIR. 


Dr. Warren Priest Says Babies Die Be- 
cause They Don't Get It. 


THE DISPENSARY PHYSICIAN SAYS THE| 


SUMMER OUTINGS WILL SAVE LIVES. 


A Charity Which Has for Its Purpose the 
Saving of Babies’ Lives and the Giv- 
ing of Health to the Mothers—Your 
Help Is Needed to Speed the Good 
Work. 


No person in St. Louis or elsewhere is more 
qualified to speak about hot weather and 
babies than Dr. Warren G. Priest, chief phy- 
sician of the City Dispensary. For years Dr. 
Priest has had charge of the half-way med- 
ical inn of the city’s poor. For years he has 
attended to the wants of strong men stricken 
with disease and hurt by accidents, but the 
recitai of the worst case in his experi- 
ence does not disturb the muscles of his face 
until tne word baby is mentioned, and then 
his features change andthe genial face of 
the doctor has a pitiful appearance. 

‘*Things are getting worse every summer,’’ 
said the Doctor. It used to be, before the 
entire eastern portion of the city was taken 
up with manufactories, that we didn’t have 
many Dabies to attend to here. But each 
day in summer when the days get hot brings 
them in by scores. The benches that are 
crowded during the winter with people with 
hacking coughs and colds are given up to 
them. Im every case the seat of ail the 
trouble can be traced to the conditions sur- 
rounding the place where they live. Asa 
rule itis in a tenement, one room, contain- 
ing e bed and a mattress or two on the floor, 
a big cooking stove, a table and a few chairs 
and perhaps a wash tab or two full of hot suds 
throwing off effluvia sufficient to cause nearly 
any disease. The child never sees a blade of 
grass or hears the song ot a bird. There is 
nothing to give it strength; the food which 
it receives is of the worst kind. Nature re- 
fuses to provide for it on account of the de- 
bilitated condition of the mother, and high 
priced baby foods are out of the 
question. The child, likea plant, needs air 
and sunshine. A flower won't live among 
weeds, neither will a sick baby ina tene- 
ment house. The rank growth stifies one 
and the disease breeding surroundings kill 
the other. 

I've seen some very sad cases. Last 
summer one of the first hot days we had 
a neat, refined looking lady come into the 
Dispensary with her baby. I saw the 
child was teething and did what I could for 
it. The woman acted so lady-like that she 
impressed me. The next day she came back, 
and I noticed that she did not have on a very 
good shaw] which she had worn the day be- 
fore. She had a ring on her finger, which 
was a particularly heavy one, and the next 
visit she made I noticed it was gone, but the 
baby was better. A week later she came 
back and her face was so minched and hag- 
gard I hardly knew her. While I was look - 
ing at the child, which was in almost a life - 
less condition, I Saw her swoon, and it I had 
not caught her she would have fallen. She 
had fainted from exhaustion. When she 
cameto I thought she looked hungry, and 
when I asked her she admitted it. She 
said she hadn’t had a bite to eat 
for twenty-four hours, and told me her 
story. Her husband had been killed in a 
quarry, leaving her with the baby a month 
old. she took in washing until the baby was 
taken sick, then she spent what money she 
had; finally she pawned her shawl a best 
dress, which did not bring much, and finally 
pawned the wedding ring to get the child 
nourishing food. The last two days she had 
scarcely hadanything. While she was tell- 
ing me her story the da died. She 
held it there in her arms not Knowing it 
was dead and I did hate to tell her, but I had 
to. I'll never forget the expression on her 
face as long as 1 live. It wasn’t two days 
after that before I sent her to the hospital, 
where she died. A little — air and milk 
would have saved them both. It there is any 
charity that deserves the support of the 
people it is anything that will take the moth- 
ers and children from the tenements and 

lace them where they will get a 

ittle fresh air. Every doctor knows 
that it is the pure country air, the air 
that comes off the clover and new hay in the 
morning that does a sick child good. Go 
down in the big tenements and see them, 
smell the stenches that arise after a rain 
when the sun beats down on the refuse in the 
elley and you will see what materia medica 
has never been able to combat and never will 
reach. Iam glad that the matter of giving 
the mothers and children a summer outing is 
being encouraged. It makes my heart ache 
to see them here and know that what they 
need cannot be obtained anywhere short of 
some place like the one selected by the Post- 
DisPATca.’’ 

Dr. Priest’s views are the views of every 
physician in St. Louis. Their answer to 
what is the best thing for sick babies is in- 
variably fresh air. Ihis ean and will be ob- 
tained for them by the people at a very little 
cost. The site selected upon which to pitch 
a summer ea kor the children is thirteen 
miles above Alton, on the IIlinois side. The 
ground is watered dy a spring of tke finest 
water; the drainage the best, there being 
a slope to the river which is a natural sewer.

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BPECULATIVE SWINDLING. 


The question of moral principle in busi- 
ness which was brought out so startlingly 
in the collapses of swindling trust schemes 
promoted, indorsed and aided by rich and 
respectable men is emphasized by the re- 
cent revelation of the conduct of the new 
management of the Reading Railroad with 
references to the speculation of ex-Presi- 
dent McLeod with the road’s securities 

The men who were intrusted with the 
reorganization of the wrecked Reading 
property were specially selected as men of 
high business capacity and integrity in 
whose hands the interests of all concerned 
were believed to be safe. They would scorn 
to steal a dollar from another. They would 
denounce and demand the severe punish- 
ment of a common thief or swindler. Yet 
when they discovered that ex-President 
McLeod had speculated in his own name 
with securities. of the road and had 
incurred a loss of nearly $1,000,000 
they suppressed a report containing a 
statement of the transaction, endeavored 
to cover all knowledge of it and shouldered 
the loss on the road. The shady transac- 
tion would never have been known, and 
the stockholders would haye been ignorant 
of the wrong dont them if one director 
with a conscience had not rebelled and re- 
vealed the facts. 

When rich and respectable men thus 
combine to indorse crookedness and pro- 
mote rascality by shielding rich and influ- 
ential associates guilty of conduct which 
in principle does not differ from common 
swindling, is it any wonder that the 
people have a profound distrust for 
the wealthy men who control stock 
operations, the stock market and 
great corporate properties? The moral 
effect of the accomplishment of swindling 
schemes under cover of business opera- 
tions and of the avoidance of punishment 
because of the wealth and influence of

their perpetratorsis disgraceful and dis- 


astrous. 

The interest of business, the interest of 
the people, the interest of justice demand 
that the web of insincerity and dishonesty 
in which stock operations are now en- 
tangled be swept away by the application 
of moral principle to their conduct and 
moral courage to the enforcement of law 
and justice.

LICENSED THIEVERY. 


The evils of stock watering, trust specu- 
lation, and corporate thievery in general, 
are so far-reaching that a prosecution in- 
stituted to break them up involves the 
prosecutors themselves in the scandal. 
The Attorney-General of Illinois begins 
proceédings against: the Whisky Trust. 
The stock immediately falls and he is 
charged with being ina speculative raid. 
A successful prosecution would disprove 
the charge, but what will happen if he 
fails? It takes some hardihood for an 
officer to risk personal and official 
reputation in an unequal  strug- 
gle with vicious and _ unprincipled 
antagonists. In every legislature there 
are men who make a business of introduc- 
ipg blackmailing bills aimed at corpo- 
rations. An honest member who 
tries to reform the abuses of chartered 
companies rests under a cloud until he gets 
his bill through. If he fails to pass it he 
falle under suspicion. Is it any wonder 
that corporations have their own way 
where they postess such an enormous 
power of intimidation?

This plutocratic tendency must be 
severely nipped by enacting laws guarding 
against the corruption of voters by either 
slush funds or influences, But no laws 
will wholly destroy the tendency as long 
as a plutocratic system offers temptation 
for the sacrifice of honor and patriotism 
for personal gain. 


Tan damage suit of Dri} Brennan against 
the Mayor for removing him from the 
Health Commissionership brings up an in- 
teresting and important question. It may 
determine the meaning of the removal-for- 
cause provision of the charter. If the 
cause for removal which satisfies the 
Mayor must also be passed upon 
by a court and he is liable 
tor damages should the court find the re- 
moval unwarranted, the charter provision 
would be a dead letter, as no Mayor would 
assume the risks of acting under it.

Charges Against the Pastor of New York's

NEw YorK, May 25.—Some_ sensational 
charges were made Tuesday ata meeting of 
the officers and members of the Tabernacle 
Baptist Church against the pastor, Rev. Dr.

WORLD'S FAIR TRAFFIC 


Railway Representives Have a Hot Ses- 
sion on the Rate Question. 


NEW YorK, May 2.—The meeting of the 
general passenger agents of the Trunk Line 
Association on Tuesday was the reverse of 
peaceful. The entire time was taken up in 
sparring over World's Fair trame. Reports 
were made by all other roads except the New 
York, Ontario and Western, which were not 
represented, of the amount of excursion 
pastes done since the reduced rates went

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HIDING IN MEXICO. 


Hillmon Said to Be Concealed in the 
Sierra Madre Mountains. 


ALLEGED CHIEF CONSPIRATOR IN THE 
KANSAS INSURANCE SWINDLE. 


His Friends Claim That He Was Killed 
Fifteen Years Ago, But the Life In- 
surance Companies Say He Is a Mur 
derer Who Is Trying to Defraud Them 
of $25,000. 


NEw Yor«, May 25.—Thete is printed here 
this morning a story from Topeka, Kan., 
telling of the wanderings and present loca- 
tion of John W. Hillmon, the notorious Kan- 
sas insurance swindler, upon whose life a 
claim for $25,000 against the Mutual. Life In- 
surance Co. of this city has been in the 
courts for years. 

Mr. Wm. G. Davis, Solicitor-General of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., was seen by a re- 
porter and said: ‘‘Hillmon’s hiding place in 
the Sierra Madre Mountains in Mexico is his 
prison and will be until the case is settled or 
the Kansas authorities act. We have known 
of this forsome time through our attorneys 
in Kansas. All the facts which fasten upon 
Hillmon the crime of murder have been gath- 
ered and given to the Kansas authorities.“ 

Do you intend to cause Hillmon’s grrest 
very soon?’’ atked the reporter. 

That I cannot say, replied ne. Ik 
Hillmon’s widow attempts to push the case 
to trialagain we shall certainly cause his 
arrest and by our array of facts settle the 
matter forever. But we have deen put to 
great expense by the litigation and the 
search for Hillmon, which has been going on 
for years, and we do not care to waste any 
more money unless these people have not 
had enough ofthe law. They may insist on 
another trial, butI donot think they will. 
The decision of the United States court, 
which allowed the admissionas to the evi- 
dence concerning Walter, the man Hillmon 
murdered, practically destroyed the case of 
the plaintiff. It the case is not tried again 
then it will be the duty of the authorities of 
Kansas to cause Hillmon’s arrest and trial. 
It will be no concern of ours.’’ 

This is the tenth time that Hillmon has 
been turned up, according to the agents of 
the insurance companies interested, and 
each time prior to the present instance the 
great conspirator has faded out of sight. 
But now the companies claimto know fora 
certainty that the man is alive. 

Nothing Gaboriau ever wrote rivaled in 
weird interest the story of Wes“! Hillmon’s 
famous insurance conspiracy, as insurance 
men call it. Hillmon was born in Indiana in 
1845, and was about 34 years old at the time 
he was reported to have been killed acci- 
dentally near Medicine Lodge, Kan., in 1879. 

In October, 1878, he married Sally Quinn. 
At that time he was insured for $20,000 in the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. of New York and 
the Connecticut Mutual Life. Four months 
later he started over the plains for Wichita 
in a ‘*prairie schooner,’’ ostensibly to estab- 
lisharanch. A few weeks later he returned 
to Lawrence, Kan., and paid up another 
quarter’s premium on his policies and took 
out $5,000 more in the New York Life. He had 
never been vaccinated, and until that had 
been done the New York Life would not issue 
a policy. He was vaccinated, aud after a 
fortnight again started out on his trip, ac- 
companied by his partner in the cattle-driv- 
ing business, Johre H. Brown, anda young 
man ofthe name of Walters, a cigar-maker, 
whom he had hired to go on a ranch. 

A few weeks later Brown returned and told 
a story to the effect that while camping out 
near Medicine Lodge he had accidentally shot 
Hillmon through the head and killed him and 
had buried him. Then it was that Hillmon’s 
friends and pbeighbors at Lawrence first 
learned of his having bis life heavily insured. 
Levi Baldwin, a cousin of Hillmon’s wife and 
a close friend of the alleged dead man, came 
forward with the policies which he claimed 
to have taken out. As Baldwin wasa bank- 
rupt at the time the matter was looked upon 
with suspicion. The authorities decided to 
hunt up the body to see that no swindle had 
been perpetrated. The body was taken to 
Lawrence. 

The first sensation after that was in the 
disappearance of Brown, who ran away. The 
next was the appearance of mother, brother 
sister and sweetheart of young Walters, all 
of whom itively iaentifed the bod 
that of Walters. Walters was 22 years old, 
dark complexion and 6 feet 2 inches in 
height and with sound teeth. Hillman was 
5 feet 8 inches in height, 34 years old and with 
irregular teeth. H limon’s wife identified 
the body as thatofher husband by a 2 
from the vaccination which had been 
formed a few weeks prior to his death. — 
sicians claimed thatthe scar on the dead 
mon's arm was the result ot a vaccination 
made less than two weeks before death.

TO RAISE SUNKEN SHIPS. 


Novel Plan Propposed by a New York 
Company Just Incorporated. 


NEW YORK, May 25.—Articles of incorpora- 
tion of the M, Cavanaugh Wrecking Co. have 
been filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State, Trenton, N. J. Thecapital stock of the 
company is $2,500,000. The incorporators are 
John Jamesand Joseph Grant of Tacoma, 
Wash., and J. Herbert Potts of New York.
